Since  its  beginnings,  educa- 
tion in  America  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  a  context  of  compet- 
ing beliefs  and  unresolved 
perplexities.  The  more  complex 
the  culture  has  grown,  the  more 
problematic  has  become  the 
role  of  the  "common  school." 
Although  it  is  over  a  century 
since  such  schools  were  found- 
ed, Americans  have  not  yet 
agreed  on  whether  "common" 
should  be  defined  as  "equal  op- 
portunity" or  "equal  excel- 
lence," with  little  agreement  on 
the  "truth"  that  must  be  taught 
to  the  young  and  less  agree- 
ment on  what  constitutes  the 
"real."  Views  conflict  on  the 
nature  of  the  socially  "desir- 
able" and  the  "good,"  as  well  as 
on  the  values  that  the  school  is 
expected  to  pursue  and  the 


ideals  toward  which  it  is  to 
strive.  Despite  this  history  of 
concern,  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion is  a  twentieth  century 
product,  observable  mainly  in 
the  context  of  teacher-student- 
training. 

These  philosophies  have  dif- 
fered in  method  and  in  con- 
cepts of  learning  and  truth. 
They  have  set  up  divergent  cri- 
teria in  defining  values;  often 
they  have  differed  in  describing 
the  nature  of  the  persons  to  be 
schooled.  But,  whatever  their 
ideational  frameworks,  they 
have  shared  a  commitment  to 
deliberate  reflectiveness,  a  need 
for  order  and  a  concern  for  see- 
ing education  as  a  whole,  this  is 
the  faculty  that  Westminster 
College  provides  for  her  stu- 
dents and  their  views.

Westminster  has  talent!  The  theatre  department  in  conjunction  with  other 
students  who  have  a  dramatic  flair  produce  several  shows  each  year.  Each 
production  requires  hours  of  tedious  work  from  the  technical  side  like  lighting, 
sound,  and  set  construction  along  with  the  performance  side.
